In the senate the attack on the 
non-partisan city bill ’ w*as led 
by 
Senator Gaylord. 
Early in the de­ 
bate Gaylord offered an am en d m e n t 
to provide for the grouping of can­ 
didates upon petition. This am en d ­ 
ment was rejected by a vote of 25 
to 3, Senators Gaylord. Zophy and 
Blaine voting for it. 
Then followed 
a long speech by Blaine in which ho 
deplored the lax m ethods used 
in 
drafting the measure. 
He th o u g h t 
that many of the sections were am ­ 
biguous. 
His speech was in te rru p t­ 
ed by a motion for a recess for sup­ 
per and Blaine again resumed 
tho 
discussion at 8 o’clock. He said he 
was for the measure but every sec­ 
tion should be clear and explicit. 
Senator Owen was also of the opin­ 
ion th a t the measure wras ra th e r in­ 
definite in some of its sections. Sen­ 
ators Kleczka and Bodenstab claim­ 
ed th at the measure had been d ra ft­ 
ed by General W inkler, one of the 
ablest lawyers in the state, and they 
believed it wras constitutional.

Their 
failure is largely due to the fact that 
one particular portion of the fasten­ 
er cannot be manufactured without 
the equipment which Mr. Bump alone 
possesses, the result being that por­ 
tions of nearly every shipment by 
the piratical makers are returned as 
defective. 
This fact has served to 
keep the company informed as 
to 
the operations of the infringers, for 
naturally there have been mistakes 
by which defective fasteners sold by 
illegitimate makers have found their 
way back to the La Crosse com paa, 
thus identifying the fake concerns. ’ 
In one of these instances a clip 
made by a firm not entitled to manu­ 
facture them was mailed for return, 
and the erroneous address given was 
La Crosse, England. Notwithstanding 
this error the fastener reached La 
Crosse, Wis., in record time, and the 
incident resulted in the infringing 
firm being put out of business.
